least one other user (U8, U12) ; and

allowing the request if the allowed bandwidth is higher than the actual bandwidth. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method for access control in a multicast 
system according to claim 4, comprising bofor e chang i ng th o user's woight , the 
following furth e r step: 

p e rc e iving prior to changing the first user's weight, determining that the first user 
used the session ($ u ) during a t i m e p e riod for a period of time that exceeds a 

predetermined guarantee time. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method for access control in a multicast 
system according to claim 4 Gf-5, comprising the following further steps: 

the first user leaving (U1) le av e s the requested session S u ; and 

changing baek the first user's weight to the weight's \£s original value.
